A campaign flyer from Nichols, 
a former City Council member 
and Democratic state representa- 
tive since 2011 who will be term- 
limited out of office at the end of 
this legislative session, ticks off a 
list of dollar amounts she accuses 
Moeller of spending at eight out- 
of-town conferences, which Nich- 
ols dubs as city-paid vacations.

Board election focused on students and 
education into a politicized campaign. 
Moreover, it’s essentially impossible 
to learn how much money the group 
is spending on this election. It is orga- 
nized under the same 501(c)(4) nonprofit 
model that Gov. Eric Greitens and other 
politicians have used to benefit from dark 
money. Under that model, a corporation 
does not have to disclose its donors or 
how much money it raises or spends. 
This group, called Advocates for 
Educating Taxpayer Accountability, 
also known as Missouri AETA, says it

Judge tosses out lawsuit 
over grass requirement

ST. LOUIS o A federal judge here Wednesday tossed 
out a lawsuit filed by a St. Peters woman who is al- 
lergic to grass and who challenged a city ordinance 
requiring her to plant it. 

U.S. District Judge John Ross’ 17-page ruling said 
Janice and Carl Duffner “failed to identify a fun- 
damental right that is restricted by the Turf Grass 
Ordinance.” 

After unsuccessfully suing in state court, the 
Duffners filed their federal suit in 2016, claiming 
the ordinance was “unnecessary for the advance- 
ment of any compelling or permissible state objec- 
tive” and “imposes a permanent obligation on the
